County Chairman Eeeler has issued his 


call for the Oongresbioual convention.to 
be held at Perkasie on May 2, and em- 
bodies in it instructions to tbo voters con- 
cerning the ^change in party rules. This 
matter will be'd elded itt the primaries at 
which.delegates to the convention will be 
elected 
and considering the fact that 


three important duties devolve upon the 
party more than ordinary Interest will at- 
tach to the proceeding 
The party will 


decide whether there shall be a change in 
the rules, will nominate a candidate for 
Congress and 
elect 
delegates to the 


National Convention. For the information 
of Republicans Mr. Eeeler has prepared 
the following explanation of the 
two 


methods suggested as a substitute for the 
mass convention: 
'. 


DELBGA1E SYSTEM. 


All Republican candidates for the vari- 


ous county offices of Bucks county shall 
be nominated at a County Convention to 
be held at Deylestown, such convention to 
be composed of delegates from each elec- 
tion district of said county, to be chosen 
by ballot by the Repbnliuan voters of said 
districts at primary elfcliom held there- 
in, at such times and placed as shall be 
fixed by the County Committee. 


In said county convention every election 


district having fifty votes or less shall be 
entitled to one delegate; every district 
having over fifty votes and no more than 
one hundred votes shall be entitle to two 
delegates, and every district; having more 
than one hundred votes shall be entitled 
to one additional delegate for every addi- 
tional one hundred votes or « majority 
fraction thereof, according to the number 
of Republican voters in said district as as- 
certained by the votes cast at the preceed- 
ing Presidential election for Republican 
Presidential Electors. 
And in the said 


county convention it shall require the vote 
of a majority of the delegates present to 
nominate any candidate for office.

election districts shall have the opportun- 
ity to express by direct vote their prefer- 
ence for candidates for the various county 
offices to be filled, and to this end shall 
meet in their respective election districts 
at such time and place, and shall hold 
their election under such regulations, as 
may be prescribed by,the County Com- 
mittee. The voting shall be by ballot, 
and the names of all the candidates to be 
voted for shall appear on the one ballot. 
At the.aaid primary election there shall 
be chosen in each district three persons as 
delegates, who shall represent their dis- 
tricts at the County Convention to be held 
as hereinafter provided for, and who shall 
have the power hereinafter set forth. 
At 


the close of the election the election 
officers shall count the votes cost for the 
several candidates, and shall publicly an- 
nounce the result aa soon as ascertained. 
They shall further at once mall one return 
to the Chairman of the County Commit- 
tee, and deliver another copy of the re- 
turn to the delegates chosen. 


At eleven o'clock on the second day 


after the primary election, the delegates 
chosen shall assemble at Doylestowo, 
bringing with them the return sot their 
several districts, and shall organize them- 
selves into a County Convention. 
The 


convention shall have the power to reject 
any fraudulent votes from the returns. 
The votes shall then be computed, and If 
any one candidate for a particular office 
shall be found to have a majority of the 
whole vote cast for that office be shall be 
declared nominated. If no one shall have 
received such a majority, there shall! be a 
second call of the roll of districts and all 
of those candidates who may have receiv- 
ed lets than ten per cent each of the total 
vote cast for the particular office, shall be 
dropped. The votes that have been given 
for such candidates so dropped shall there 
upon be oast by the delegates from each 
ot said districts for such remaining candi- 
dates as tbay, or a majority of them, may 
determine. If but two delegates"~ehall be 
present from a district, and they shall not 
agree, tbeu each of the two may oast one- 
half of the said vote for such candidate ai 
be may deem best. The voting shall then 
continue on mecnislve culls of the roll as 
may b» necessaiy, until one candidate re- 
ceives a majority of the votea east, the 
candidates receiving the lowest votes on 
the previous call being dropped in each 
instance, and the vote previously received 
by him being cast ai above provided. 
In 


aii uases, the vote received by any candi- 
date, shall continue to be cast for him un- 
til he shall be dropped or a nomination 
effected. 
The candidate receiving the 


majority of the votes cast shall be declar- 
ed the nominee of the Republican party 
for the office mentioned. 


The County Committee shall be made 


np of one member from each electlpn 
district, chosen by ballot at the primaries 
held for the nomination of county officers.

Abbbott 


Or. Charles 0. Abbott, who formerly 


lived in Bristol, but who is now a resident 
of Trenton, enlivened one of the sessions 
of tbe American Philosophical Society, 
wnloh was held in Philadelphia last week, 
with a plausible explanation of the so- 
called "frog showers" which have been 
chronicled in tbe newspapers from time 
to time. 


Dr. Abbott shattered tbe supposition 


that the frogs were showered down like J 
rain. 
In bis paper on the breeding habits j 


of the spade-foot toad he described how 
this epeclss from underground retreats 
collected in great numbers in temporary 
pools. 
After sixty hours they disappear, 


leaving great deposits of ova in the water. 
This ova hatches in 8ve days Into vast 
numbers of tadpoles, which in turn be- 
come toads and burrow into the ground. 
The Hrst heavy shower brings them out by 
thousands and leads to the popular belief 
that tbey Have fallen from tbe clouds^
